Rocket Plane Success In 1st Flight 


E D W A R D S A I R FORCE 
BASE (# — The X15 manned 
rock et p lane flashed throu gh 
desert s k i e s in a six -minu te 
p owered flight f o r t h e first 
time today , and the test pilot 
rep orted “ev ery thing work ed 
p erfectly ” in this “Kity Hawk ” 
v entu re op ening the way to hu ­ 
man sp ace trav el. 


Pilot Scott Crossfield, calm 
after his ep ic flight, said, “I 
ju st p u shed the switches, that's 


all. T he actu al su ccess of a 
flight lik e this rests with the 
airp lane. If it work s right, I 
can fly it.’’ 


The engineer-p ilot who fol­ 
lowed the p lane from the draw­ 
ing board to its first p owered 
flight in more than two y ears 
of reasearch and constru ction 
was ask ed if the test was timed 
to coincide with Sov iet Premier 
Nik ita Khru shchev ’s v isit to the 
United States. 


“No, it has nothing to do 
with Khru shchev ’s v isit,” he 
rep lied. “We hav e more imp or­ 
tant things to do u p here.” 


Crossfield, su ccessfu lly com­ 
p leting the test of the craft de­ 
signed to inv estigate the frin­ 
ges of sp ace, sk idded to a halt 
on a dry lak e bed near here 
in 
a 
comp arativ ely 
smooth 
landing. Fou rteen minu tes ear­ 
lier, the X15 was feleased from 
its mother ship , a B52 bomber, 


at 38 .000 feet and its engines 
cu t in for the first time. 


T he stu b-winged research 
craft, tu ck ed beneath the right 
wing of its mother ship , was 
carried aloft at 7 :31 a.m. for 
its flight high abov e the Mo­ 
jav e Desert. It was cu t loose 
ap p rox imately 30 minu tes la­ 
ter. 


“Ev ery thing work ed p erfect­ 
ly ,” the test p ilot said as he, 
talk ed to grou nd crews by ra­

More than an hou r after a 
three-stage 
lau nching v ehicle 
lifted the satellite from Cap e 
Canav eral the Defense Dep art­ 
ment in Washington annou nced 
that the third stage ap p arently 
had failed to work . 


BRIEF ANNOUNCEMENT 
A brief annou ncement said: 
“Since confirming data has 
not been receiv ed it mu st be 
assu med that the satellite did 
not go into orbit.” 
The satellite, 
riding on a 
combination Thor-Able lau nch­ 
er, lifted cleanly off the p ad at 
Canav eral at 9 :24 a.m. The sec­ 
ond stage rock et engine fired 
on schedu le. 
MORE ACCURATE 
The Adv anced Research and 
Projects 
Administration 
had 
said that the 
new nav igation 
sy stem if it work ed wou ld be 
more accu rate than any sy stem 
now av ailable. 
The satellite, called Transit 
I, was designed to ex p lore the 
feasibility of u sing satellites as 
Nav igation 
stations in space. 
These satellites wou ld p rov ide 
aerial and maritime nav igators 
with 
a 
reliable, 
all-weather 


means of fix ing their p osition 
and p lotting cou rse. 
The satellite was aimed at a 
nearly circu lar orbit 400 miles 
abov e the earth. Had it been 
su ccessfu l, it wou ld hav e been 
the first U. S. satellite v isible 
to the nak ed ey e. 
Another 
Thor-Able 
rock et 
p laced Ex p lorer VI — the pad- 
dlewheel satellite — into orbit 
last month. 
The research administration 
emp hasized that Transit I it­ 
self wou ld not be u sed as a 
nav igational aid. It is merely 
the test of eq u ip ment and the­ 
ories that may be p u t to u se in 
fu tu re satellites. 
Some ship s

is expressly provided in the 
Health and Safety Code Section 
14076. authorization to recall 
all or any member of the board 
at any time.” 
The Health and Safety Code I 
section, being a specific provi-1 
sion, prevails over the general 
provisions set forth in the elec-1 
tions code, McGuire held.

Herter Outlines To U.N. 


Program To End Tension 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. GP 
— Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter today laid down a 
broad program to end East- 
West tension through peaceful 
change in the political, military 
and economic fields. 
Herter addressed the 82-na­ 
tion United Nations General 
Assembly in a major policy 
speech obviously aimed at Sov­ 
iet Premier Nikita Khrushchev, 
who will speak from the same 
rostrum tomorrow afternoon.

While denouncing the use of 
force by the Communists in 
Asia and other places, such as 
Hungary', Herter appealed for 
serious negotiation of disarma­ 
ment, outer space cooperation, 
and on such outstanding politi­ 
cal problems as Berlin and the 
reunification of divided Ger­ 
many. 
He blamed the noncoopera­ 
tion of the Soviet Union for the 
arms race of the past 10 years, 
but declared that the United 
States regards the forthcoming 
disarmament talks next year as 
“ a major opportunity.” 
In an appeal which seemed 
to 
be 
directed 
straight 
to 1 
Khrushchev, he said: “There! 
could be no more dramatic il­ 
lustration of a spirit of cooper- i 
ation in the world today as we 
stand on the threshold of the 
space age than for this assem-1 
bly to act unanimously in this ! 
field. This would be a major, 
step forward in the process of 
peaceful change.” 
This was Herter’s first ap­ 
pearance before the Assembly 
since he succeeded John Fos­ 
ter Dulles as secretary of state 
earlier this year. He was most­ 
ly conciliatory in dealing with 
the Soviet Union, but he pulled 
no punches on the Chinese 
Communist and their activities 
in the Far East. • 
Herter flatly rejected the re­ 
cent Soviet proposal for a new 
international conference on 
troubled Laos. This problem, 
he said, is being handled by 
the U.N. Security Council and 
its special fact-finding commit­ 
tee now in the little Southeast 
Asian kingdom. 
Herter called Red China’s in­ 
tervention in Tibet a “ revolting 
spectacle” and charged “ brutal 
Chinese Communist repression 
of the fundamental h u m a n 
rights of the Tibetans.” 


High Command 


TOKYO i*— Red China shook 
up the high command of its 
armed forces today. Marshal 
Lin Piao, a deputy premier, re­ 
placed Marshal Peng Teh-huai 
as defense minister. 
Radio 
Peiping 
announced 
this and other changes without 
explanation. 
Peng has been prominent for 
years in consultations between 
Peiping and Moscow on mili­ 
tary affairs. Last May he flew 
to Albania for talks with So­ 
viet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
and his defense minister. Mar­ 
shal Rodion Malinovsky. 
Peng and Lm both figured in 
the Korean War. Lin, 52, com­ 
manded 
Communist 
Chinese 
detachments at the outbreak of 
that w’ar. Peng replaced him 
as commander in October, 1950. 
Lin is considered the leading 
military 
strategist 
of 
Red 
China 
Another change brought Dep­ 
uty Premier Gen. Lo Jui-ching 
from his post of public security 
minister to become chief of 
the army’s general staff. He 
succeeds Gen. Huang Ko-cheng. 
Hsieh Fp-chih, a member of 
the Communist Party’s Central 
Committee, took over as public 
security minister. 


Steel Teaching 
N EW YORK UH — The na­ 
tion’s steel industry has agreed 
to train 100 Indian engineers 
a year over the next three years 
to meet what India’s Premier 
Nehru calls a need for “ trained 
human material” to man his 
country’s expanding steel pro­ 
gram.

This was Eisenhower's first 
meeting with news men since

! talks with Khrushchev at so­ 
cial events. 
The first question put to the 
President was whether he sees 
any concrete evidence, on the 
| basis of the talks, that Khrush- 
! chev may have changed his 
position on international issues. 
Eisenhower replied that it is 
.still a little bit early to go into 
detail or come to any conclu­ 
sions on that matter. He went 
on to say, h o w e v e r , that 
; Khrushchev's general attitude 
has been extremely friendly. 
Eisenhower and Khrushchev 
will meet again Sept. 24-27 for 
another round of talks at the 
President’s mountain retreat, 
Camp David, near Thurmont, 
Md. 


Eisenhower made it clear 
that such specific problems as 
West Berlin and the Commun­ 
ist drive in Laos certainly will 
be on the Camp David agenda. 


As for the public reception 
Khrushchev received in Wash­ 
ington, Eisenhower remarked 
that the crowds did show what 


he termed reservation. He ¡n-; 
dicated he feels that was to be

SAN FRANCISCO W — AFL- 
CIO leaders, normally split a 
dozen different ways on as 
many subjects, said today a re­ 
surgence of business opposi­ 
tion to union aims is helping 
to unify organized labor. 


This was a theme repeatedly 
mentioned among the nearly 
1,000 delegates gathered for 
the opening session of the fed­ 
eration's biennial convention. 


They said that while they 
have troubles with each other, 
the AFL-CIO unions are unit­ 
ing to support the 65-day steel 
strike and similar instances of 
employer opposition to wage 
increases and union legislative 
proposals in Congress and state 
legislatures. 


Passage of the new labor con­ 
trol law by Congress, for one 
thing, 
has obviously shaken 
AFL-CIO 
confidence 
in 
the 
Democratic 
Party, 
and 
con­ 
vinced most federation chiefs 
they should pick and choose 
more carefully among candi­ 
dates before bestowing politi­ 
cal endorsements and support. 


SAN FRANCISCO i* — Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown today charg­ 
ed the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion and Congressional “ ex­ 
tremists" with perventing la­ 
bor reform legislation as a 
means to attack unions. 
“ It’s time the full facts were 
told on how labor reform leg­ 
islation was exploited to enact 
new economic weapons against 
organized labor," Brown assert­ 
ed in a speech to the national 
AFL-CIO convention. 


The governor said that while 
he has “ long supported" stand­ 
ards for the internal conduct 
of unions, “ this year, legiti­ 
mate objectives in the labor 


field were perverted. Extrem­ 
ists in Congress took over."

His talk was o n the area o f 
his ho me to day , which is in the 
Rancho Co rte Madera del Pres­ 
idio , the grant to Jo hn Reed. 
The ho use is o n the site o f 
Ro se Co ttage, built by Dr. Ben­ 
jamin Ly fo rd, who se wife, Hi- 
larita, 
was the 
daughter o f 
Jo hn Reed. Mr. Keil said that 
Dr. Ly fo rd was a man o f ideas 
and many talents, and that he 
pio neered in embalming mak-' 
ing Ro se Co ttage “ a so rt o f 
mo rtuary .” 
The speaker ex plained that 
*hn 
o f the Tiburo n Penin-1 
sula co mes to three po ints, o ne 
o i which is Water Spo ut Po int. 
Keil said that a smart y o ung 
Sco tchman, who came to the 
Marin sho re in the I8 7 0's, saw 
the green grass o n the po int 
and realized it was watered 
by springs. He piped the water 
fro m these and so ld it to ships 
in the bay . Business was pro fit­ 
able. This was mo stly due to 
the fact that the “ salesman” ! 
carried a pisto l and had a ro ugh 
crew o f men wo rking fo r him. 
Fro m these “ fresh water ma­ 
rines,” Keil said, grew the o r­ 
ganizatio n 
o f 
lo ngsho remen 
who left a heritage o f v io lence 
alo ng the waterfro nt. 
Keil’s 
grandfather, 
Dav id 
Keil, who had driv en stage dur­ 
ing the early go ld mining day s, j 
was also a y achtsman. He and 
sev eral o thers cho se what is 
no w Keil's Co v e as the lo catio n 
fo r the Co rinthian Yacht Club. 
When this did no t meet the 


appro v al o f the o ther members, 
fy e bo ught the pro perty fo r 
himself. 
Ano ther speaker was James 
L. Hey nemann o f Belv edere, 
who se grandfather had been a 
wo o l merchant in Melbo urne. 
Australia, and came to Califo r­ 
nia in 1 8 4 8 . He established a 
trading po st in Sacramento and 
became a friend o f Capt. Jo hn 
Sutter. He returned to San 
Francisco and built the Pio neer 
Wo o len Mills where Ft. Maso n 
is no w lo cated. The family mo v ­ 
ed to Belv edere in the 1 8 90's 
and the ho me was o ne o f the 
first ho uses there. 
Hey nemann 
recalled 
that 
Tiburo n then was mo stly sa­ 
lo o ns, with a few fishermen’s 
ho uses between. He said his 
father had started “ Nights In 
Venice.” a spectacular festiv al, 
fo r v v hich the ho uses alo ng the 
peninsula and the bo ats o n the 
bay were deco rated with Jap­ 
anese lanterns.

Time Reading Constitution 


We ho pe tha t it is ma de cry sta l clea r 
to So v iet Premier Khrushchev tha t this 
is Co nstitutio n Week. Perha ps if he be­ 
co mes co nv ersa nt with this do cument 
a nd wha t it sta nds fo r, his v isit to the 
United Sta tes will be o utsta nding ly suc­ 
cessful. 
Co me to think o f it, perha ps we 
sho uld ha v e a little clo ser co nta ct with 
it o urselv es. It sta rts o ut, y o u remem­ 
ber: 
“ We, the peo ple o f the United Sta tes, 
in o rder to fo rm a mo re perfect unio n, 
esta blish justice, insure do mestic tra n­ 
quility , pro v ide fo r the co mmo n de­ 
fense, pro mo te the g enera l welfa re, a nd 
secure the blessing s o f liberty to o ur­ 
selv es a nd o ur po sterity , do o rda in a nd 
esta blish this Co nstitutio n o f the United 
Sta tes o f America .” 
It’s no t a lo ng do cument, ta kes o nly 
1 0 o r 1 5 minutes to rea d, but in these 
few wo rds a re ex pressed o ur funda ­ 
menta l beliefs a nd rig hts, the thing s o ur 
fo refa thers fo ug ht fo r. a nd the thing s 
we ha v e fo ug ht to pro tect. 
It sets up o ur Co ng ress, o ur ex ecutiv e 
a nd judicia l bra nches. It ba la nces these 
three with a series o f checks a nd ba l­ 
a nces. It pro v ides fo r sta te g o v ernment, 
fo r a dmissio n o f new sta tes a nd o ther 
g enera l pro v isio ns. 
We ha v e fo und it necessa ry to a mend 
this brief Co nstitutio n o nly 22 times in 


1 7 2 y ea rs. Ten o f these, the Bill o f 
Rig hts, were pa ssed immedia tely a fter 
the Co nstitutio n. 
Perha ps Khrushchev wo uld ca re to 
spend so me specia l study o n the Bill o f 
Rig hts: 
The First Amendment, which a ssures 
freedo m o f relig io n, speech a nd press 
a nd the rig ht o f the peo ple to a ssemble 
pea cea bly a nd to petitio n their g o v ern­ 
ment fo r a redress o f g riev a nces. We 
wo nder ho w Mr. K. wo uld like to o per­ 
a te under such freedo ms? 
The Fo urth Amendment, which pre­ 
v ents unwa rra nted sea rch o r seizures. 
The Fifth Amendment, pro v iding fa ir 
trea tment fo r perso ns a ccused o f crime, 
the rig ht no t to testify a g a inst y o urself, 
o r be depriv ed o f life, liberty o r pro p­ 
erty witho ut due pro cess o f la w. 
It wo uld be ea sy to co ntinue a t g rea t 
leng th o n items o f o ur ba sic la w to ca ll 
to Mr. Khrushchev ’s a ttentio n.

to keep in mind as he bo u nces 
aro u nd the co u ntry .

o u sly as to be d isap p o inted 
if no thing co mes o f it. To 
K hru shchev this may be ju st 
a p restige and feeling-o u t ex ­ 
p ed itio n. with a free trip and 
lo o k aro u nd o n a So v iet ex ­ 
p ense acco u nt. 
It is also p o ssible he really 
wants to lessen tensio ns. He 
co u ld , if he wished , lo wer the 
w o rld ’s tem p eratu re by m ak­ 
ing co ncessio ns.

warmed so as to melt the ice 
of the cold war and ensu re fav ­ 
orable conditions of peacefu l 
coex istence between states— 
between ou r peoples.” 
He said he hoped the ex ­ 
change v isits with the Presi­ 
dent “will fu rther a warm spell 
in international relations- The 
ice of the cold war has not 
only already showns signs of 
a crack bu t has started to 
cru mble.” 
Eisenhower said in his toast 
to Khru shchev that he hoped 
their talk s mean at least the 
beginning of the melting of 
the cold war’s ice.
